Archbishop Says Roman Cath- 
olics Discovered and May 
Yet Claim the New 

World Once More. 


Asserts That the State En- 
epoaches on Rights 
of His Creed.

“The new world was discovered by Cath- 
olics and the cross was planted in the name 
of the church. We cannot get it out of our 
heads that Catholics will yet claim the new 
world again.”’ 

This hope was voiced by Archbishop James 
| E. Quigley in an address before the Roman 
Catholic Woman's league in the Masonic 
temple yesterday. 

The archbishop declared that the security 
of the national constitution increases propor- 
tionately with the increase in the number of 
Roman Catholics. He urged the establish- 
ment of a subsidiary system of the public 
schools for the benefit of the Roman Cath-

Finally, he characterized the rule requiring

Liberalism the Supreme Error. 


the age is liberalism,” urged the archbishop. 
“ Liberalism delegates to the state all rights 
and this is when the state and church con- 
flict.’”’ 

The education of the child, he added, should 
rest with the church and not with the state. 

“The principly that rules all modern gov- 
ernments,’’ he said, “ is that the child belongs 
to the state, not to God nor to the parent. 
The church holds that first the child belongs 
to the church, next to the parents, and third 
to the state. While the state was Christian 
the child was educated by the church, but 
since the state has ceased to be Christian it 
has assumed the right to educate the child. 
The rights of God and the parent are prior 
to the state; the church stands above na- 
tions, above individuals. 

** The church has always made it obligatory 
upon parents to edycate their children. The 
state encroaches upon the rights of the 
church today. The state has no right to make 
laws against the laws of God. In the matter 
of education the church Is the defender and 
the interpreter. The schools of the colonies 
were practically parochial schools; then the 
state stepped in and undertook to form 
schools under the state system. The develop- 
ment of the schools was from the religious 
schools to the schools without religion. : 


Liberalism Against Christianity. 

“ Our constitution recognizes the rights of 
the parents to educate their children as they 
choose. We are struggling between the 
principles of the French revolution, liberal- 
ism on the one side and Christianity on the 
other. God Is ignored completely in the 


The archbishop declared that the United 
States constitution held that all men are 
equal, which he said was a principle received 
from the French revolution; that it stood 
for individualism. He asserted that today 
| the state is encroaching on the rights of the 
church, and that God is not recognized in 
any of the modern constitutions. 

“ Protestants and non-Catholics,” the arch- 
bishop continued, “ are undertaking, through 
the present public school system, to prevent 
the Catholic children from becoming firmly 
cemented to their church and to keep the 
Catholic church from getting a stronger foot- 
hold. The purpose of the non-Catholics is 
to prevent the growth of the church. They 
will scruple at no violation of justice to gain 
their ends. 

Declares School Rule Tyranny. 

“In adopting the rule fhat a candidate 
for teacher must attend the normal school 
for a time the board of education has taken 
action against which we must always pro- 


1 test. If the board can make attendance at 


the normal school requisite for employment 
in the schools, there is nothing to hinder 
the state or the national government from 
making a rule in the future making a public 
school education necessary for public serv- 
ice. The rule which prevents candidates 
from entering the schools without normal 
school training is tyranny and oppression. 
We have no need of a normal school in Chi- 
cago. There fs no reason why a board of 
examiners cannot be appointed to examine 
into the fitness of all candidates to become 
teachers without regard to the source of 
their preparation. 

‘*All teaching of history by non-Catholics 
is anti-Catholic. It is tyranny that the state 
and the Chicago board of education should 
compel Catholics to receive such teachings.” 

_ Bhould Provide Schools for All. 

“The state,” he urged, *“‘ must provide 
schools for the minority as well as for the 
majority. The state should divide the public 


| school system and maintain a separate sys- 


tem for the minority—separate in the sense 
of religious teaching. The two systems 
could be under one control, but In the Catho- 
lic division Catholic principles should be 
taught. This would give the minority an 
equal chance withthe majority. This would 
be just and equitable, but not satisfactory 
to the Protestants. 

“ The cry all over is for non-sectarian edu- 
cation. The Catholic schools are recognized 
by the state, but they are not supported by 
the state because non-Catholics believe that 
it would be dangerous for the state to sup- 
port them.”

A temporary arrangement to this end 
was sought yesterday by a committee from 
the undertakers who do not have their own 
stables and the leaders of the labor organiza- 
tion made an offer which will be submitted to 
the livery owners tomorrow. No proposition 
was made concerning carriages.

Newspaper Enlisted in Cause. 


Says British Officers Are Waiting. 


This same paper claims to be able to con- 
firm from inquiries in official quarters the 
reports in the Daily Express of this morn- 
ing that the British admiralty is making 
preparations for the eventuality of war, 
that the torpedo officers undergoing a 
course of instruction at Portsmouth and 
Devonport have received secret orders 
to hold themselves in readiness for imme- 
diate mobilization, and that when the British 
home fleet begins its winter cruise after 
Christmas it will be kept in the neighborhood 
of the English channel. : 

The British government is, of course, better 
informed of the true situation than any one 
outside of St. Petersburg or Tokio. and high 
authorities In London privately express their 
bellef that war will begin the latter part of 
January. 

“Go to Study War Situation. 

Half a dozen British army officers leave 
England next week for Japan to study the 
Japanese language and become acquainted 
with Japanese military tactics. The war of- 
fice forestalls any attempt to connect their 
departure with the immediate Russo-Japan- 
ese crisis by announcing that all the arrange- 
ments therefor were completed with the 
Tokio government some time ago. 

The general uneasiness felt was reflected 
both on the stock exchange and at Lioyds, 
where the rate of insurance for vessels for 
Japan rose 50 per cent. 

Loan Sought in Paris. 

A London dispatch to the Birmingham 
Daily Post says telegrams which have been 
received in prominent city quarters from 
Paris show that inquiries have been made 
in the French capital as to the possibility of 


to $125,000,000. It is understood that similar 
Inquiries have been addressed by the Russian 
authorities to New York with the express de- 
sire that the matter should be kept strictly 


secret. 

The Rothschilds have heard nothing of any 
suggestions that Russia will attempt to raise 
a loan of $125,000.000 or any other amount 
in Great Britain and they declare that the 
report is probably unfounded. Russia, they 
say, could not raise a loan here, and, judgitig 
from their latest advices from Paris, it 
would probably be equally difficult for Rus- 
sia to raise more money in France. 

Both Powers Seeking Money. : 

New York, Dec. 19.—The report in circula- 
tion to the effect that Russia was about to 
open negotiations with a view to securing a 
loan in New York was not credited in finan- 
cial circles here, because it was said the 
Russian government made similar overtures 
unsuccessfully about six months ago. 

A few days ago representatives of the Jap- 
anese government conferred with New York 
bankers respecting a loan, making no secret 
of the fact that the money, if secured, might

the amount of the loss which will fall upon 
Laighton & Foulke at $110,000. From other 
cotton brokers the information was obtained 
which indicates that the employé referred 
to had indulged in speculation, ysing the 
credit of Laighton & Foulke in a deal for 
12,000 bales of cotton at an average loss of 
about 3 cents a pound. This would make 
the loss $180,000. 


No Arrest Is Made. 

Although no warrant has been issued for 
the arrest of the man connected with the 
suspension, private detectives have been em- 
ployed with instrtctions to locate the alleged 
defaulter. He. has not been seen by his em- 
ployers or his business associates since ear] 
last Friday afternoon, when, it is said, 
realized the exposure could not be averted.

$40,000 THEFT CHARGED BY 
CLEVELAND TRUST COMPANY. 


Ernest W. Radder, Late Secretary and 
Treasurer, Who Died Last August, 
Thought to Have Committed Suicide.

Fire in Park Gate Hotel. 


While the ruins of the Victoria apartments 
still were smoking, fire, of supposed incendi- 
ary origin, was discovered in the Park Gate 
hotel, Sixty-third street and Stony Island av- 
enue, another world’s fair structure, yester- 
afternoon. A panic was caused among the 
eighty-eight families occupying the block, 
which has been converted into an apartment 
building, filled with small flats. Frightened 
women and children rushed through the 
smoke filled halls, seeking safety, and many 
narrowly escaped injury attempting to rescue 
their endangered household goods 
The fire, which started in a garbage chute, 
was confined to the rear porches of the upper 
floors, and was extinguished with a loss tothe 
building of $1,000. C. N. Bockhoven, the man- 
ager, declared that the blaze was started by 
a former tenant who had been ejected from 
the building. The police were informed and 
began an investigation.

The city was not to buy the goods, The tires 
were to be added at the expense of the con~ 
cerns that manufactured the apparatus. 

“We sent.a salesman toa certain fire en- 
gine house to look over the ground and re- 
port. While roaming around the place 
‘sizing ‘up’ the vehicles he was approached 
by the captain, who said: ‘If you think you 
are going to sell your tires to the department 
without first settling you are mistaken, 
You must put up money to get the contract.’ 
Then the captain intimated that if the money 
was forthcoming he would undertake to put 
through the deal. That salesman now is in 
the east, but will return to the city within a 
few. days. If the graft committee wants to 
go to the bottom of the charges the witness 
will be at its disposal.’ 
The extravagance in the purchase of hay 
and feed is said to amount to graft.

HONOR IN ALASKA AWARD 


J. M. DICKINSON SAYS IT MARKS 
i HIGHEST ADVANCE. 


Attorney Who Took Part in Argu- 
ment Tells Chicago Bar Association 
That England Won Glory Through 
Its Representative Voting for Right 
Against National Interest—Decision 
to America Through Justice, Speak- 
er Saye—Banguet at Auditorium.’ 


“If the Conditions had been changed and 
the cause of Great Britain had been as strong 
as was the cause of the United States, | 
would have been glad to see the United 
States commissioners on the Alaskan boun- 
dary tribunal bring the honor to this nation 
which Lord Alverstone through his rugged 
honesty laid at the feet of Britannia.”’ 

These were the words of Jacob M. Dickin- 
son, one of the counsel for the United States 
before the Alaskan boundary tribunal, which 
brought the Chicago Bar association to its 
feet with a rousing cheer at the banquet 
given at the Auditorium last night. 

The speaker’s declaration that, although 
this country had gained territory by the de- 
cision of the tribunal Great Britain had 
brought nothing but honor to itself, was the 
signal for the exchange of compliments be- 
tween John Bull and Uncle Samuel under a 
canopy in which the colors of the two na- 
tions mingled. Consul William Wyndham 
gave praise to Mr. Dickinson in large meas- 
ure. 
Large Attendance of Members. 
Three hundred members of the Bar asso- 
ciation feasted on food and law at the ban- 
quet, which was given tn honorof Mr. Dick- 
inson, who comes to Chicago to be general 
counsel for the Illinois Central railroad. 

In introducing the guest Toastmaster 
George R. Peck declared that the finding 
of the tribunal demonstrated beyond con- 
tradiction that at last civilized, Christian 
nations have arrived at the point where 
they are able to settle their disputes in a 
civilized and Christian way. 

Regarding the late Cuban tariff legisla- 
tion, Mr. Dickinson said: 

“ There may be disputes as to whether the 
declaration made in regard to the autonomy 
of Cuba at the beginning of the Spanish 
war was wise or unwise, but there can be 
no dispute that the fidelity with which the 
United States kept the plighted faith, not- 
withstanding the powerful motives of greed 
to break it, has brought honor to our coun- 
try that would not be bartered for any ma- 
terial izement.”’

PREDICTS WAR IN SPAIN, 


JAMES 8. HARLAN SAYS COUNTRY 


IS NEAR REVOLUTION. 


Former Attorney General of Porto Rica 

Declares the Present Monarchy Will 

_ Give Way to a Republic Within a 

Year—Has Recently Returned from 

the Country, Where He Studied Con- 

ditions Closely-Opens Law Office 
with Brother Tomerrow. 


“ A revolution against the monarchical form 
of government may be expécted to océur in 
Spain within the next ‘welvemonth which 
will result tn the establishment of a third 
republic in Europe.”’ 

This prediction was made yesterday by 
James 8. Harlan, former attorney general 
for Porto Rico, who recently returned from 
Spain to this city, where tomorrow he will 
join his brother, John Maynard Harlan, in 
the practice of law. 

“The upheaval may be either violent or 
peaceful, but the result will bé the same,’’ 
he continued. “There is every indication 
in Spain of a desire on the part of the people 
for a more advanced form of government. 
Talk of revolution is In the air. The rapid 
increase in the numerical strength of the re- 
publican party is noticeable even to the out- 
sider. Those with an opportunity, such as 
was afforded me, to observe conditions from 
close range cannot fail to see the portents. 
They are everywhere. 


Stirring Times Near at Hand. 


* The traveler in Spain within the next year 
will witness stirring and history making 
scenes. The outsider has no opportunity to 
see the real condition. Nine changes have 
been made in the cabinet within the last year 
with no change in the party. There seems 
to be incapacity on the part of the ruling 
powers to hold the reins of government to 
the satisfaction of the people. There are 
many republicans in the army, and in case 
of a rebellion Spain's military strength 
would be badly divided.”’ 

Mr. Harlan declared that the people find no 
fault with the young king but with the 
monarchial form of government. The people 
of Spain, he said, are restless and impatient 
with present conditions, and the republican 
party is the natural outlet for their feelings. 

‘* If the revolution once breaks out serious- 
ly,”’ he said, will undoubtedly result in 
the overthrow of the present dynasty. At 
present, however, no leader strong enough 
to direct the republicans has come forward 
and they lack organization.” 


Hardly Ready for a Republic. 

Mr. Harlan expressed the fear that Spain 
is not yet prepared for the republican form of 
government, as 70 per cent of the population 
can neither read nor write. He said that the 
eause of Don Carlos has been so seriously 
weakened by the marriage of his chief mill- 
tary aid, the prince of Asturias, to the sister 
of the king, that little is heard or expected of 
the Carlists. All the rumors, he declared, 
disparaging the king's morality, his health, 
and his mental fitness to rule have been 
erroneous. 

Speaking of Porto Rico, Mr. Harlan said 
that the country was being pauperized by the 
lack of a market for its chief product—coffee.

VATICAN DENIES STORY OF FIND. 


Statement Is Made Money Delivered by 
Cardinal Gotti Was Mentioned in 
Leo’s Will—Hole in Wall a Myth. 


ROME, Dec. 19.—At the vatican today the 

statement of the Tribuna yesterday that 
Cardinal Gotti, prefect of the propaganda, 
had handed Pope Pius X. $9,000,000 in bank 
notes, said to have been confided to Cardinal 
Gotti by the late Pope Leo, was denied. 
On the same authority the statement of the 
Tribuna that an electrician found in a hole 
in the wall $1,850,000 in gold or any other 
treasure, was also denied. 

The facts are said to be that the present 
pope, immediately after his ascension to the 
throne, received $8,400,000, as indicated in a 
part of the late pope’s will which was not 
made public. The delivery of the money was 
effected by Cardinals Gotti, Rampolla, and 
Cretoni, Pope Leo's executors, and this gave 
rise to the story in the Tribuna. 

The financial condition of the holy see is 
unsatisfactory and causes the pope preoc- 
cupation. When the temporal power fell 
Pius IX. maintained the salaries of all the 
clerks, Officers, and soldiers who did not 
take service under the Italian government, 
which represented a great outlay for years. 
‘ Recently salaries and pensions were dimin- 
ished, but even now the annual expenditure 
of the vatican amounts to about $1,400,000. 
At the death of Pope Pius IX. the amount 
at the disposal of the holy see did not reach 
$8,000,000 The contributions known as 
pence,”’ which have been one of 
the chief resources of the holy see, have di- 
minished, especially in France.

These 
suspicions have been strongly supported by 
circumstantial evidence. Blood was found 
on the floor of the kitchen of the Hurd home 
in Lake Mills, a blood stained hammer was 
found lying on the floor, and a place found at 
the lake where ice is supposed to have been 
cut for the disposal of the bodies. 

The anonymous letter, which was signed 
by the initials C. W., is supposed to have 
been written by a woman known as Clara 
Wentworth. When Hurd was arrested he 
said: ‘* This is some more of Clara Went- 
worth’'s work.”’ 

The letter was received by Sheriff’ Heid 
last Tuesday and stated that she could not 
give her name, as she was afraid that Hurd 
would kill her, but as soon as he was arrest- 
ea she would come to Jefferson. 

Hurd denies the murder and explains the 
disappearance of wife and child by saying 
that he only followed his wife to Jefferson 
Junction and returned home from there 
alone. He admits that there had been trou-

Reporting Teachers’ Records. 

Chicago, Dec. 18.—[{Editor of. The Tribune. ]— 
The method of: reporting teachtrs’ records has 
been in vogue about eighteen years, as far as the 
records show, but the. board directed as far back 
as 1882 that principals should make a record of 
the efficiency of the teachers and send it to the 
office of the superintendent of schools. Such rec- 
ords have always been open to the members of the 
‘board, ‘and whatever general publicity hae been 
given to the scheme of marking has been brought 
about within the last three years. 

Any teacher who wished to know whether she 
was considered efficient or not might iearn this 
fact by inquiries through the superintendent’s 
office or by asking the principal. Three times dur- 
ing the last year the teachers’ who have reached 
the. maximum salary have been hotified as to 
whether they have béen considered efficient teach- 
ers or not—that is, as to whether they are up to 
80 per cent on the standard of efficiency. Each 
teacher has been so notified In person by the grin- 
cipal under instructions from the superintendent. 

The so-called Sécret plan ‘or basis: for esti- 
mating the teachers’ efficiency now in use was 
adopted by the superintendent about a year ago

Rear Admiral Glass later in the afternoon 
notified the navy department that a Colom- 
bian force was bound for one of the islands 
off the Nicaraguan coast for the purpose of 
establishing a base of operations against 
Panama. This. government will not at- 
tempt to prevent the landing of troops on 
the islands, but will send warships to patrol! 
the northern coast of the isthmus to the 
west of Colon. 
. The islands towards which the Colombian 
warship was headed are Albuquerque Cay, 
ee Cay, Johnny Cay, and St. An- 
ew’'s Isle. Inasmuch as Nicaragua has 
recognized the republic of Panama and these 
islands are claimed by Nicaragua and Colom- 
bia the former government may protest 
against their use for purposes of war. 
President Roosevelt through the navy de- 
partment today sent new orders to Admir- 
als Glass and Coghlan. These are intended 
to prevent any action on the part of American 
warships or marines ashore that might pre- 
cipitate a conflict. Instead of sending ma- 
rines to the boundary between Colombia and 
Panama a smal body will go to San Miguel 
bay, which leads towards the Panama boun- 
dary. The remainder of the marine force 
will be kept in reserve and the warships wil! 
be depended upon to prevent the Colombian 
forces from landing on Panama soil, the ad- 
ministration being satisfied an overland in- 


vasion is impossible.

By prohibiting immi- 
gration for a few years we will be able to 
digest and assimilate the foreign element now 
here. There is considerable objection on the 
part of those who employ laborers to the 
further restriction of immigration, because it 
is claimed there is much difficulty in securing 
laborers who perform the lower class of work. 
This may be true, but at the same time there 
is flowing into this country a stream of immi- 
grants few of whom will make good citizens. 

“This is one of the most important ques- 
tions confronting the American people 
today, and some action should be taken by 
congress looking to a restriction if not the 
prohibition of .immigration. Notwithstand- 
ing the growing demand that something be 
done, and the absolute necessity for it, I do 
not believe this congress will enact any legis- 


Jation on the subject. 


‘*An educational test would not sift the 
undesirable immigrants from those who 
make good citizens, and some other means 
must be adopted to remedy the evil of fill- 
ing up this country with hundreds of thou- 
sands of undesirable persons. I have not 
given the question sufficient study to sug- 
gest’ a remedy for restricting immigration, 
but 1 believe the best thing that could be 
done would be to prohibit it altogether for a 
time.”

The sublime 
porte has accepted the American view of the 
unpleasant incident at Alexandretta and 
has signified an intention of making amends.

President Graham H. Harris of the board 
of education filed his charges against Joseph 
J. Magrady, superintendent of the repair de- 
partment, yesterday afternoon. The most 
serious counts against Magrady are extrav- 
agance, unbusinesslike methods in keeping 
the books of the repair department, doing 
unnecessary work, forcing the use of a poor 
grade of varnish, and letting $30,000 worth 
of repair material go to waste in the schools. 


President Harris wrote to engineers and, 
school principals for the report of the amount | — 


of supplies at the different schools and fur 
opinions of the work done by the repair de- 
partment. The replies, he declares, showed 
much dissatisfaction with the work of the 
department and gave the information that in 
some instances schoo] buildings had been 
repainted and calcimined within two years 
after their completion. ‘ 
Mr. Harris specifies some of the articles 
found distributed among the schoo! build- 
ings. He asserts there is nothing in the rec- 
ords to show where these goodsare. Their 
value is $7,735. 
The complainant names a dozen witnesses 
wha, he says, will testify to the fact that 
made the painting contractors use 
varnish bought by him. This varnish, they 
deciare; was of inferior grade. The 
hearing of the charges is set for Dec. 28, at 
which time Supt. Magrady will appear be- 
fore the committee.

NEW TRACK NEARLY COMPLETE. 


Hot Springs Course to Be Finished in 

' Another Week—Horsemen Be- 

: gin to Arrive. 

Hot Springs, Ark., Dec. .19.—[Special.]— 
The new racetrack here is so nearly com- 
pleted: that ten days’ more. work by its pres- 
ent large force of men wil! finish the entire 
plant a’week béfore the Western Jockey club 
holds its January session. 

A’ visit yesterday to the scene of opera- 
tions showed little remained to be done ex- 
cept the completion of the grand stand, pad- 
dock, and judges’ stand. Contractor Elling- 
ton, who is from Owensboro, Ky., will have 
the roof on the structure by the fore part of 
“next week and turn {ft over to the manage- 
ment a week later entirely completed. The 
structure, 200 feet long by 50 In depth, will 
seat some 2,500 people. 

The track proper is fenced In and in per- 
fect order. Three days ago horsemen start- 
ed working over it, and the consensus of 
opinion among owners and trainers here is 
that it will be safe as well as fast. There 
are two chutes—one at the head of the home- 
stretch for races at a mile anda quarter, and 
one at the beginning of the backstretch for 
those at six and seven furlongs and interme- 
diate distances. 

Eight large barns, holding from twenty- 
four to forty-four stalls each, have already 
been completed, lettered, and numbered. 
Rows of shed stalls at right angles to each 
other,) extending from the stable yard proper. 
show 250 more stalls ready for occupancy, 
with yet others being added to thisrow that 
will bring it up to within a hundred yards 
of the grand stand. ; 

Among the owners here are “ Uncle Jim ” 
Gray and his son, J. C. Gray, with seventeen 
horses, and C. B. Campbell! of Minco, I. T. 
Most of the lot are trained by ‘‘ Uncle Jim ” 
for C. B. Campbell, and consist of yearlings 
(coming 2 year olds), and 2 year olds by 
Bowling Green and Bonnie Joe, a son of 
Faustus, by Enquirer—Lizzie G.

ADOPT THE BLOCK SYSTEM. 

The interstate commerce commission says 
the loss of life and property in collisions on 
American railroads is appalling. It calls the 
record “ a disgrace to the American people.” 
It’ unqualifiedly is, because preventible | 
measures, easy of adoption, would have 
saved most of the lives of the passengers 
who have been killed on the railroads during 
the last few years. The public has been re- 
galed with computations which show that 
the percentage of persons who lose their 
lives while traveling by rail is smaller than 
the percentage of those persons—babies in- 
eladed—who die in their beds in Chicago. 
These ingenious but deceptive percentages 
have nothing to do with the case. Mortality 
in a city and on a railroad cannot be com- 
pared. There were killed in railroad acci- 
dents during the year ending on June 30 last 
164 passengers, while 4,424 were injured. It 
is for the doctors to cut down the number of 
deaths from pneumonia or diphtheria. Itis 
for the railroad managers to decrease the 
numberof deaths from accidents. 

' The interstate commerce commission says 
“these fatalities are due to causes which 
have ‘never been adequately considered by 
any department.of government, either of the 
United States or of any of the states, and 
there is a crying need for such considera- 
tien.” All that is done now when there is 
a railroad collision in which a few or many 
are killed is to impanel a coroner’s jury. It 
investigates more or less thoroughly. It 
usually returns a verdict that somebody, 
whose name is given, or somebody whfose 
name the jury cannot ascertain, has been 
guilty of criminal negligence. That ends 
the matter: Nobody is punished, and in a 
few. days or weeks somebody on another 
road is guilty of the same kind of negligence 
with fatal results. 

‘In the- opinion of the commission the best 
thing to do is to compel the railroads to in- 
tfrodnce the block system, which has reduced 
collisions on English roads to a minimum. 
On .American roads there were last year 
5,219 collisions, in ten of which 104 persons 
were killed. Many of the roads in this 
country have adopted the block system, but 
it will be a long time before it will be in gen- 
eral use if its introduction is left to the dis- 
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recommendation is made that congress en- 
act a law similar to the one in force in Great | 
Britain, requiring the adoption and use of 
the block system unless some better device 
can be:.found: This is legislation which is 
| needed, as was that which the roads fought 
so strenuously compelling them to use safe- 
ty couplers for the protection of employés. | 
If congressmen will take the trouble. to 
familiarize themselves with the number of 
passengers and employés killed and maimed 
and the value of the p rty of different 
roads destroyed in preventable accidents 
they surely will admit that the record isa 
disgraceful one from the point of view of the 
economist, as well as of the humanitarian, 
and calls for prompt action. Human life 
should be nearly as safe on American as it 
is on English railroads, and it ean be made

THE EDUCATION CRISIS IN FRANCE. 

The educational struggle in France has 
reached an acute stage. The cumulative ef- 
fect of the legislation already accomplished 
and of the measure now proposed by the 
ministry will be to deprive parents or guard- 
ians in France of the privilege of choosing 
the kind of instruction they may prefer. If 
the ministerial program be approved in its 
final shape the state alone will select teach- 
ers, and will acquire a monopoly of edu- 
cational authority and power. : 

The radical leaders have been persuaded 
that the moral influence of the religious 
congregations has been massed against their 
political ambition. A hostility thus insti- 
gated has not been without nourishment 
from the regular clergy, who have looked 
with something more than indifference upon 
the prestige and material prosperity of the 
religious congregations, whose government 
in many instances is not only independent 
of the French bishops but of the country 
and the church itself. 

The struggle between the religious orders 
and the radicals of France was crystallized 
into the so-called law of associations which 
was introduced in 1000. Its ostensible pur- 
pose was to remedy an anomalous civil con- 
dition. All corporations in France exist 
only on sufferance, and it is within the 
power of the authorities to suppress them 
at will. But many of the religious asso- 
eiations claimed vested rights descending 
periods beyond controversy and lega]- 
ly’ bulwarked. The ministers did not con- 
cveal the fact that the real object of the ae- 
sociations law was to dissolve the religi- 
ous associations by requiring them to apply 
for state authorization. At first many re-

tion began nearly all applied for charterx. 
The government then exercised its discre- 
tion by refusing authorization to as many | of 
ious. A considerable proportion, however, 
teok refuge behind their original charters 
and these remained beyond ministeria! 
reach. 

When ‘the cabinet attempted recently to 
extend the scope of the associations law 
beyond religious teaching bodies into pri- 
vate secular schooling it received a setback. 
The proposal that no one should be per- 
mitted to teach in France without state au- 
thority seriously menaced the large number 

of special and technical institutions which 
have never had any connection with either 
religion or politics. Compelled to abandon 
this detail of the ministerial program the 
premier has returned to the essential object 
of the educational struggle. All religious 
teaching in France is to be extirpated if 
possible by the substitution of state schools 
for every other species, a term of five years 
being allowed for the liquidation of religious 
corporate property.

PUBLIC LIBRARY PROBLEMS. 


Mr. Herbert Putnam, librarian of con- 
gress, is an expert authority in all matters 
affecting public libraries. In the current 
issue of the Independent he discusses the 
problems of these libraries and he finds them 


great profusion—so great, indeed, that it 


may be fairly questioned whether the whole 
public library system is not still in the pri- 
mary stages of its development.

LOUISIANA, AND GREAT BRITAIN. 

One hundred years ago today the United 
States took formal possession at New Or- 
leans of the Louisiana territory, which Na- 
poleon sold it because. he feared it might 
fall into the hands of England. A letter 
discovered the other day in the French 
archives by an American investigator re- 
veale the fact that if it had not been for Dng- 
lish short-sightedness that vast territory 
might have been lost to the United States. 


When the war began between France and + 


Spain and°Great Britain, which was ended 
by the treaty of 1768, France owned Can- 
ada and Louisiana and Spain owned Flor- 
ida, which then extended to the Louisiana 
boundary. The English terms of peace 
were the cession of Canada, extending to 
the Missigsippi, and of Florida. Spain was 
most reluctant to give up Florida, and Louis 
XV., writing to the Spanish minister, says 
he tried to get the English to accept Louis- 
jana instead, but they refused. To compen- 
sate Spain for her loss France gave her 
Louisiana. At the close of the revolution- 
ary war Great Britain, considering Florida 
of no particular value, gave it back to Spain. 

If in 1763 Great Britain had consented to 
take Louisiana and the control of the mouth 
of the Mississippi it is more than likely that 
it would not have lost them in the war of 
the revolution. Thanks to George Rogers 
Clark’s capture of Vincennes and Kaskas- 


kia, the Americans were able to lay success- 


ful claim to the Northwest territory. It is 
a question, in view of the remoteness of 
New Orleans from the most advanced west- 
ern outposts and the superiority of the Eing- 
ish on the ocean, whether the Americans 
would have been able to capture and hold 
New Orleans. If not, they could no more 
have laid claim to it than to Quebec. 

If Great Britain had owned and had 
continued to hold New Orleans and the 
lower Mississippi, American progress in the 
southwest, at least, would have been pretty 
effectually checked. The road to Texas 
would have been closed to it. There would 
be no exposition at St. Louis next year. 
There ts occasion to be thankful for the 
British obstinacy which rejected Louisiana 
when it could have been had without diffi- 
culty and thus paved the way for ite _— 
sition by the United States. 


CAUCUS RULE. 

“The democratic senators have voted to 
subinit to the King Caucus, What- 
ever two-¢hirds of them agree on the other 
third must accept. It is believed that by 
this the unity of action which has been 
unkuown in democratic circles for some 
years may be secured, 

Obedience to the vote of a caucus as re- 
gards ordinary questions is well enough, buat 
it will be a serious matter indeed if, throngh 
caucus rule, two-thirds of the minority in 
the senate have it in their power to prevent 
the ratification of a treaty, It is rarely the 
case that the administration negotiating a 
treaty can count two-thirds of the senators 
as its political supporters. Without some 
assistance from the minority every treaty 
will fail. The Panama treaty will not he 
ratified and the building of the canal will 
be blocked. Where treaty questions or 
questions of foreign relations are concerned 
every senator should call his vote his own 
and not ¢ast it in accordance with the orders 
of two-thirds—or any other number—of his 
party associates.

Even the marrow of bone is a,far more interesting substance than 


might ‘be imagined. It. is.something more than mere fatty material, for it 


contains elements which are devoted’ te the formation and’ development of 
the ted corpuscles of the blood. These bodies are also formed in other 
parts of the frame, but it is curious to find the bone marrow engaged in 
perpetuating the supply of a highly important blood element. When a 
bone grows in length it does so at its ends. There we find a band of 
gristle which is the seat of the active work. The new bone is formed 
between the shaft and the ends. When it has grown to Its proper length 
the bar of gristle itself is converted into bone, and development is thus 
completed. The increase in thickness is provided for in an equally efficient 


fashion. Covering the bone we find a tough layer which we may term the 


“bone sheath.” Once regarded as of no great importance this sheath is 
now known to be the agent which is responsible for the bone’s growth in 


" respect of bulk, The cells of the sheath are engaged in the work of adding 


layer after layer of new bony substance to the bone’s surface. 

' ‘This bone sheath also accomplishes veritable wonders in the repair of 
bones which have become diseased or which have been injured. Ht can 
form new bone almost to an indéfinite extent, and we may well understand 
the value of this fact in surgical hands when nature has to be relied upon 
to make godd the deficiencies in our bony pos#€ssions which accidents or 
ailments may entail. But that which probably surpasses all other 
details in bone history in interest is the revelations of the microscope con- 


éopied over and over again, and the mistakes repeated and enlarged upon

“justed, and for every building erected now a permit is issued by the city 


authorities pertaining to the construction and safety, but why cannot a 
city administration go one step further and introduce such laws and regu- 
lations covering the matter of correct proportion in architecture, orua- 
mental decorations, and coloring. ‘These laws and regulations should natur- 


ally be introduced and advanced in the broadest sense, taking into con- 


sideration all obnoxious obstructions which may. hinder or prevent the re- 
fined and correct appearance of houses and streets of cities. 

If one will take this seriously he can readily see the possibility of these 
regulations, and the great benefit that will be derived by them to humanity 
in general.

The gelatine diminishes, and with 
this change the bones become more brittle in nature, 
rendering fracture a more likely accident ‘in the old 
person than in his younger neighbor.

- whole posta] system, so that altogether the 
three weeks before the 25th may well be 
called strenuous. 

The volume of business in the postoffices 
throughout the country that precedes the 
holidays consists to a great patent of the 
smaller transactions. 

It is this difference in the kind rather 
than in the amount, as indicated by the 
record of receipts or of weight in tons 
handled, that makes the holiday season 
dreaded by them. 

It is just as easy practically to make a sale 
of $200 or $300 worth of sta to one pur- 
chaser, a transaction of y occurrence, | 
by the one order, as to give out three fives, | 

a two, and a one to some single buyer. 

From now on the sale of stamps at the 
large city postoffices will reach four or fiye 
times the figures of any day during the sum- 
mer season. 

After the tide once sets in it is no unusual 
thing for hundreds of people to be in line all 
day long, blocking the corridors, They 
gather like a swarm of bees about these 
buildings, blocking the passageways to the 
entrance. 

The department for the reception of pack- 
ages in each postoffice also presents a busy 
scene previous to the Christmas holidays, 
and means much additional work for the 
tired employés. This is where all the parcels 
for the mall are weighed and handled, and 
not only do the bundles at this time increase 
in number but also in size. a 


“Carry Your Small Parcels.” 

The men who make it a business of loading 
the delivery wagons of the big department 
stores have their own troubles. There, four 
or ‘even five times the peual number of trips 
have to be made, ex Wagons are put on, 
more driyers are employed, and still there is 
‘a rush, and shoppers who leave their pur- 
chasing to the last day or two before the 
great day find it advisable to take as many 
as possible of their purchases with them in 
order to make sure of having them in time.

The sesidlihaie’ to simplicity 1 manifests itself 
in the greetings this year, and expensive 
cards are no longer. in vogue. The highest 
price noted by the publishers which has 
been paid for a card this season was $25, 
less than half last year’s record price, when 
$60 was paid for a single card by an east- 
ern woman. Of course, the ordinary range 
is far below the first sum, extending from 
the heartfelt greeting purchased with the 
humble penny to the elaborate conception 
which retails at $2.50. But there are few 
who care to go as high as the latter figure. 

The religious Christmas card is seen chief- 
ly in two designs, both inscribed with the 
words, ‘‘ Good will to all men.”’ It is one 
of the unchanging conventions inherent to 
Christmas which prevents a fresh form of 
greeting from finding favor in the eyes of 
the public. Out of fifty-four of the ordinary 
greetings the hackneyed form was selected 
by ninety-nine out of a hundred. .The old 
fashioned Christmas verses have, however, 
quite disappeared—which is perhaps as well 
for the literary taste of the nation. 


Simplicity in Greetings. 

For the many practical people who show 
a preference for cards with little surface or- 
namentation a favorite design is the square 
white card with a pretty photogravure above 
a calendar, the whole slipping into a square 
white pocket inscribed with the appropriate 
Christmas wishes. 

Plain note paper cards, with a bordering 
of flowers, have also taken hold of popular 


taste. Imitation decorated with 


picturesque heads in colors, are to be seen in 
large numbers, and to lovers of rigid severity 
the private address card, inscribed merely 
with a suitable wish, will appeal. 

Several firms are making a special feature 
of the calendars which go to complete the 
Christmas table, and whose arrival is sure 
to please both old and young. Gelluloid and 
marbled moirette are the materials appealing 
more to the hundreds who prefer to buy their 
cards by the dozen, but the more récherché

N selecting tapestries for upholstery and 
héuschold hangings We aré advised by 


décorators and shopmen to look first at 
the texture and color of a fabric, rather 
«than for elaberateness of design. Excel- 
lence of weave and dye give lasting pleasure 
aiid sérvice when poor quality has lost both 
charm and usefulness. 
In general the superiority of a good fabric 
may detected by the feel, which reveals 


. goftmess and fineness of material, absence of 


injurious chemicals, lightness of weight, 
combined with thickness and durability, and 
@venness of weave. The value of a dye 
can only be judged by its depth, brilliance, and 
subtiley; its lastingness under light, wear, and 
washing with pure soap. Good dyes keep 
their richness and interest in age, and these 
qualities are gained, not netessarily through 
the exclusive use of vegetable colors, or ani- 
line, but through thorough processes and 
careful testing. | 


As to design in textiles, William Morris 
said that “ the meaningless stripes and spots 
aha other twistings of the simple twill of the 
web, which are so common in the woven 
ornamem of the eighteenth century and in 
our own times, should be avoided. The first 
thing to be considered is the price, purity, 


and elegance of the silhouette of the objects 


represented, and nothing vague or inde- 
terminate: is admissible. It. demands crisp- 
ness and abundance of beautiful detal!l which 
was the especial characteristic of fully de- 
veloped medieval art.’” As an education 
irito the knowledge of textile design Morris 
sent people to museums to study the bits of 
thirteenth and fourteenth century weaving 
of Syria, Persia, and Sicily. 

‘Largely as a result of Morris’ own weav- 
ing. and because of the influence of Ruskin 
and the pre-Raphaelites, there has been a 
revival of.old patterns in textiles. The mod- 
ern looms of France and England especially 
are reproducing patterns from Gothic tapes- 
tries, Venetian and Génoese velvets, and 
stuffs from the pictures of the old masters. 
The love for these older and simple patterns 
has made them fashionable, and already in- 
terest in the *‘ new art” products is declin- 
ing. Some artistic weavers of Scotiand are, 
working out delightful and characteristic 
patterns in these so-called tapestries, as well 
as in carpets and rugs, was founding an 
original modern style. 

The search for fabrics combining good 
texture, beautiful color, and interesting de- 
sign leads to the discovery that our own 
country produces few of these, and that al- 
most all of them are imported from France, 
England, and Scotland. Knowing that 
American machinery is the best, and that 
our city of Philadelphia is the textile center 
of the world, we are at a loss to understand 
the inferiority. of our productions.. Upon in- 
quiry we learn what we might have guessed— 
that there is a greater per cent of profit in the 
manufacture of the poorer eugene. at a low- 
er price. - ; 


A clever and scholarly: man, 
of our four textile schools, made an experi 
ment in the weaving of certain e¢clesiastical 
textiles of fine design. He found that’ the 
American looms and American weavers could 
produce fabrics of the most artistic pattern 
and levely finish. But when all wae sald 
the manufacturer shook his head and 
clared his leck of interest in the work. It 
didn't pay so well as did 
of lower grade work. American manufac- 
turers as a rule do not rer highly trained 
and expert designers, “borrow” their 
patterns from the The result 
apparent in the fabrics, and thatis why 
person of taste prefers the undeooreted tex- 
tile to the flat, unfeeling, indifferent copy. 


If all buyers were sufficientiy critical the 
badly designed fabric would find no sale

When Bismarck faced the fact that France 
had for generations led in the world of in- 
dustrial art he recognized in the free schoolé 
of art and technology the explanation of that 
fact and straightway established such 
schools throughout Germany. France, Ger-+ 
many, and England now surpass America 
as to taste and skill in textile designing. W 
do not need to be told by the educati 
commission recently here from England tha 
in the matter of free technological schools 
America is lamentably deficient. We have 
not so much as one government textile school 
and tragic enough have been the struggles 
of the few textile schoole which have man- 
aged to hold their own in this land of promise. 


Interesting problems are working out in the 
Philadelphia textile school, where future mil} 
owners and superigtendents are being edu- 
cated in artistic Solens, as well as knowl- 
edge of the machine and proc: 
esses. 

Mrs. Candace Wheeler has been an an inspir. 
ing influence in the textile life of America 
through her genius and persistence in pro~ 
ducing the associated artists’ silks, now cele- 
brated for their beauty. These silks may 
contest with the Navajo blanket for suprem-. 
acy as characteristic American textile; let 
the artist and scholar decide as to which hag 
the true claim.

Miss Miller, who has been around the world five times, 
‘crossed the equator eight times, and penetrated to every 
known nook and corner of the earth with the exception of 
Greenland and Iceland, was born in Princeton, [lL, and did 
little traveling in her earlier girlhood. But the wander spirit 
was full upon her, always, and for nearly twenty-five yeare 
she has traveled continuously, returming to Chicago every now 
and again, only to fare forth anew. And since the passing 
of the invalid father and sister, whose care and infirmities 
Hmited her for many years to comparatively short journeys, 
Sie has traveled more unceasingly than ever. The first 
Christmas day after the death of her sister, in 1894, found 
her in Jerusalem. Since that sae has passed but one Christ- 
mas day in America and no two in the same place. 
+. Here is the Mst of her Christmas sojourns for the last 
eight years: 1895, Jerusalem; 1896, Venice; 1897, Japan: 1898, 
On the Yangtse river, China; 1899, Melbourne, AustralMa;

The heat of Australia 
is so dry and trying, somehow; the country Is not tropical, 
although g0 warm, and one misses the moisture. It was a 
regular English Christmas, though, with a great deal of eat- 
ing and visiting, although it did seem awful to sit down to 
great, heavy, many coursed meals, rich with roast beef, 
stuffed poultry, and plum pudding, with the thermometer 
registering the un-Christmas like temperature of 100 degrees 
in the shade. And that afternoon, by way of diversion, what 
do you suppose we did?

“Melbourne has been called the ‘Australian Chicago,’ 
you know, and some one told us that cable cars just like 
those of our own home city, only that perbaps they didn’t 
stop or break down quite so often, and actually made and 
placed by a Chicago firm, were running about the city.
